Spe ed-Lyons Bribery Deal, Cook Has Served Corporations 
as a Legislative Lobbyist and Has Stood for Them and 
Against the People on the Board of Equalization. 


From the inception of the present Democratic campaign 
in Missouri for the gubernatorial and other state nom- 
inations, the Post-Dispatch has called attention from 
time to time to the public records of Secretary of State 


Sam B. Cook and Auditor Albert O. Allen, both of whom 


are candidates for renomination. 

It has been shown: 

That Cook has served as lobbyist for the St. Louis 
Transit Co. and the St. Louis racetracks, receiving hand- 
some fees for his services. 

That he advised a state official to pay a bribe of $800 
to a member of the Missouri Senate. 

That he obeyed the mandates of the corporation on 


the state board of equalization. 
In the case of Auditor Allen facts have been pre- 


sented indicating: 
That Mr. Allen, as a member of the state board of 


equalization, has faithfully obeyed the will of the cor- 


porations. 
Invariably has shown a desire to decrease rather than 


raise the under-assessed valuation of the great public- 
service corporations of Missouri. 

Has held office at Jefferson City 20 years and owes 
his present position to Excise Commissioner James M. 
Seibert, a leader of the Democratic state mahcine. 

He has obligated himself to the racetrack interests. 

The Post-Dispatch herewith presents the detailed rec- 
ords of’ these two officials: 


| THE SPEED-LYONS DEAL. 


One of the most remarkable chapters in Missouri's st g 
story of public corruption was the celebrated Speed- Lyons 


bribery deal. 

There were three parties to the transaction: William 
F. Lyons, former state senator, of Kansas City; Richard F. 
Epeed of Nevada, then coal oil inspector, and Secretary of 
State Sam B. Cook, at the time chairman of the Democratic 
state committee. 

The St. Louis coal ol].inspectorship, held by Speed in 1899, 
was conducted under ‘the fee system and netted its in- 
cumbent between $12,000 and $14,000 a year. 

Notwithstanding the handsome compensation paid him, 
the work of the coal oil inspector was then dona, as it is 
now, by an employe of the Standard Oil Co., who is 6m- 
ployed as a deputy at a salary of $75 a month. 

In political parlahce, the office was simply a big machine 


graft.

COOK’S PART REVEALED. 


Exposure of the deal was brought about by Circuit At- 
torney Folk, who received the confession of Richard B. 
Speed before the St. Louls grandjury in the summer of 
Ps. 

In substance, Speed stated that he paid to Senator Lyons 
$909 to suppress the anti-fee grab bill. 

Secretary Cook, whose name had been mentioned promi-

Whei called upon for an explanation, Mr. Cook declared 
that at first he told Speed not to pay Lyons a cent, as he 
cousidered the Kansas City legislator a “‘sandbageger,’’ but 
vpon further consideration he came to the conclusion that 
the money had better be paid, and he so advised Speed. 

Speed, accepting the counsel! of Cook, handed the $800 over 
o Lyons. 
laa a close friend, Senator Lyons has stated his 
version of the affair as folléws: 

Soon after he Introduced the coal oil inspector's bill he 
received a telegram, signed by Sam B. Cook, at Jefferson 
City, requesting him to proceed to St. Louis at once and 
“ali upon Cook, who was registered ww the Planters’ Hotel. 

Lyons says he obeyed this summons promptly, but adds: 
“] Jid not know Cook, had never seen him in my life and 
I rewponded to his messnge because I felt some consideration 
was due the head of the Democratic state committee.” 

Arriving at the Plauters’ Hotel, Speed went to Mr. Cook's 
room, and upon being admitted says the state chairman fut 
« nim. this question: 

“What do you intend to do with that bill?” 

f-yons avers he replied as follows: 

“I think it's a good bill and ought to be passed. Is that 
what you wanted to see me about?” 

Mr. Cook answered affirmatively, and they then began to 
@iscuss financial ways and means to kill the Dill. The 


proposition to pay him $800, Lyons says, came jointly from 
Cook and Speed. 


HOW LAW WAS VIOLATED. 


Thero is a law on the statute books of Missouri which 
states that “All money collected or received by any political 
comnmittee, or by any member or members thereof, for 
election purposes, shall be paid over and made to. pass 
through the hands of the treasurer of such committee; and 
it shaji be unlawful for any political committee or any 
member thereof to @isburse or expend money for election 
purposes umil the money so disbursed shall have passed 
through the hands of the treasurer of such committee.’ 

In turn, the treasurer is required to give an itemized ac- 
counc of all subsecriptions, from whom received, and other 
details, but in 1899 James E. Hereford, then treasurer of 
the committee, of which Cook was chairman, failed to ren- 
der such a statement. 


Treasurer Hereford accepted the date furnished by Mr. 
Cook, which of itself constituted a plain violation of the 


law. 

Mr. Cook on oath tu the Cardwell case admitted and 
testi that he piaced a mumber of subscriptions from 
corperation agents in his own mame, as follows:

Among the subscriptions was one from Judge Henry 
S. Priest, general counsel of the St. Louls Transit Co., 
for $6,000. John H. Carroll, lobbyist-in-chief of the 
~ yy: railroad interests, made a personal donation 
of $i - Am additional 82100 was received from Col. 
William H. Phelps, legislative agent of the Gould inter- 
ests. The brewers put up $2500. 

Mr. Cook insisted that ‘as an evidence that we have not 
been influenced by contributions, I want to call your atten- 
tion to the fact that although we understood the Metropol- 
itan Street Railway Co. of Kansas City had contributed 
$1(@0 to the local campaign fund, we raised the valuation 
of the company’s property $1,500,000 this year.”’ 

The Metropolitan Street Railway Co. was far below the 
average corporation assessment when the state board voted 
for an increase, and today this great corporation is assessed 
om a basis of less than one-third of its actual cash value. 

There are incontrovertible facts to show that immediately 
following the campaign of 1899, in which Cook served as 
chairman of the Democratic state committee, the legis- 
lature paid back the corporation twofold for the generosity 
they had displayed towards the machine. Not only the 
machine, but Cook as well, was the willing instrument of 
this political reciprocity. 

In the 1899 session of the Missouri legislature a measure 
authorizing the consolidation of all the street railway com- 
panios of St. Louis, with the exception of the Suburban, was 
passed. 

In securing the eanactment of this legislation Mr. 
acted as the lobbyist of the St. Louis Transit Co. 

When a bill to tax the franchises of all public service cor- 
porations was introduced the machine interfered and the 
measure was defeated. 


LOBBIED FOR RACETRACKS. 


Mr. Cook, paid lobbyist of the St. Louis Fair Associa- 
advocated what is kmown as the “breeders’ bill,” 
which prohibits racing in St. Louls between November 
and April. Under this law the people of St. Louis are 
pewerless to curb the racing evil. 

Cook pleaded with Gov. Stephens to sign this bill after 
it had been approved by the general assembly. Gov. 
tephens wondered at his solicitude. 

Cook explained: 

“If the bill becomes a law I get $5000.” 

As a member of the state board of equalization, composed 
of the governor, secretary of state. attorney-general, state 
auditor and state treasurer, Cook proved a tower of aid to 
his corporation employers. 

There, from the time he was elected to office, he has 
discriminated in favor of the corporations and against the 
people; he has voted again and again to permit millions upon 
millions of assessable public service property of the state 
to.go untaxed; serving as the official tabulator of the board. 
be has issued statements showing that these corporations 
are assessed upon the same basis as real and personal prop- 
erty throughout the state, a representation which is not 
borne out by the board’s certified records. 

But in connection with his work as an agent of the ma- 
chine amd the willing servant of the corporation on the 
equalization board, Mr. Cook has received invaluable aasist- 
ance from Auditor Albert O. Allen. 


ALLEN IS SEIBERT’S MAN. 


Im fact, Allen, during his entire term of service as 
auditor, has followed the mandates of his political mas- 
ter, Excise Commissioner James M. Seibert, the man who 
Collected more than $10,000 from the public service cor- 
porations in the campaign of. 1898. 

If the question of asscsaments were left to Allen, his

A glance at the equalization board proceedings tells the 


story. 

Ccrservative computed, the tota) valuation of the public- 
service, property. in Missourl. embracing steam and street 
railroads, telegraph, telephone, sleeping car and expfess 
car companies, is $450,000.000. 

In 19% the board levied an aggregate assessment of $12,- 
000,006; In 1902, $120,000,000, and in 1901; $112.000,000. 

In: other words, the basis of assessment for the public 
service corporations is less than 30 per cent. 

The home-owners of St. Louis are assessed on a basis of 
60 per cent, of a Kansas City on a basis of 50 per cent, while 
the rate for St. Joseph is about 41 per cent. 


For instance, the St. Louis Transit Co., the St. Louis & 
Suburban Co., the telegraph and telephone companies, which 
enjoy greater protection than the home-owner, pay nearly 
one-half less taxes than are charged to the small property 
holder. 

The Transit company property is valued at $50,000,000. _ It 
is assessed by the state board of equalization at $16,000,00. 

If one owns a house in St. Louls worth $0000 he pays taxes 
on $3600. 

If Secretary of State Cook and Auditor Allen had voted 
for the equitable assessment of franchises, the public cor- 
porations, with 35 per cent fixed as the average assessment 
prevailing im the state (so declared by Attorney-General 
Crow), would now be paying taxes on an additional $30,000,- 
000; the state treasury would be from $60,000 to $75,000 richer, 
the public schools of Missouri would have an increased in- 
come of $100,000 and the humble taxpayer would be on a par 
with those who seek special privileges of his official rep- 
resentatives. 

The case of the St. Louis Terminal Association furnishes 
a beeutiful example of the Cook and Allen corporation sys- 
tem of protection, 

In this connection, however, it should be remembered that 
other members‘of the board, with the exception of Attorney- 
General Crow, who is not seeking office this year, helped 
there materially at all times. 

Gov. Dockery cannot escape the charge that he has shown 
partiality to the corporations. 


HOW TERMINAL GETS OFF. 


The Terminal Association controls all the terminal lines of 
St. Louis, all the exits and entrances leading to and from 
St. Louls, all of the freight and passenger traffic crossing 
the Mississippi river between Quincy, Ill., and Memphis, 
Mo., in short, the bulk of the trade and commerce of the 
Mississippi Valley. It igs a monopoly, and each year its 
financial greatness has developed, until today its earnings 
are far in excess of any public-service property within the 
confines of Missouri. 

Capitalized at $50,000,000, the Terminal properties on 
Missouri side of the river are computed at $20,000,000, 

In 1901 the board met and assessed the Terminal] Associa- 
tlon at §83,898,403.04. 

Here was an assessment on a basis lees than one-fifth of 
actual valuation, but still it was not low enough to suit 
Mesers. Cook, Allen and Williams. A year later, or in 1902. 
these three gentlemen reduced the Terminal assessment 
$895,610.04. At the time the Terminal securities had shown an 
increased valuation of 2% per cent. 


While $800,000 was a tremendous slice to deduct from its 
assessment, Auditor Allen, at the behest of Seibert, moved 
a further reduction of $1,500,000, Had Allen’s will pre- 
vafiied the Terminal] would be ying less taxes than 
the ordinary “bob-tail” railroad system. 

The action of Cook and his associates was taken. not- 


withstanding the presentation of facts and figures by At- 
torney-General Crow, showing plaihly that an irreparable 
injustice would be done to the taxpayers of St. Louis.

“Why, I don't want any of that stock,” said Phelps, ine 
dignantly. ‘“‘Don’t you know you can’t get dates?” . 

“Never mind,” answered Connor. “We have arranged 
everything with Seibert.” 

Not with Allen was the bargain sealed, but with Sefbert~— 
solicitor of ‘‘slush’’ funds and patron of the state auditor 
of Missouri.

Timely Warning That Dam Was in 
Danger Allowed Residents to 
Escape Deluge. 


SCOTTDALE, Pa., July 18.—With the 
roar of Niagara, the new reservoir of the 
Citizens’ Water Co. burst last night at 
midnizht and more than three hundred mil- 
lion gallons of water rushed down the val- 
ley, sweeping all before it and inundating 
crops and wrecking buildings in its path. 
It was discovered about 9 o’clock that the 
dam was in danger of breaking, and mes- 
sengers were. hastily sent through the val 
ley to warn the people of their peril. Hun- 
dreds of livee were thus saved, for a few 
hours later the whole valley was under 
water. 

The damage to the reservoif machinery 
alone will amount to $90,000. As the torrent 
swept down upon the valey, buildings 
were torn from their foundations and car- 
ried on the crest of the great wave like 
30 many wash tubs. 

Crops valued at thou@ands of dollars were 
completely wiped out. Bridges were carried 
away. In the gorge just below the dam, 
huge trees were torn out by the roots, and 
stones weighing tons were overturned by 
the rlood. 

The new pump and engine. installed Sat- 
urday below the face of the dam‘to pump 
the leakage back into the reservoir, were 
wrenched from their foundations, propelled 
20 yards from their original positions and 
buried under the mass of wreckage from 
the wall.

Partial Burning of Columbia School, 
Which Was Not Equipped as Re- 
quired by Law, Has Called Atten- 
tion to Disregard of Ordinances.

Mayor, Building Commissioner and 
Fire Chief Declare That Pupils 
Must Be Protected Against Danger 
of Holocaust in the Future. 


Renewed effort to enforce the fire-cscape 


Aw in the case of public school building® 
has been prompted by the partial destruc- 


tion of the Columbia school, which, though 
a costly modern building, was unequipped 
with fire escapes. 

The board of education has heretofore 
been served with notices directing that the 
been served with notices directing that 
the Jaw be. observed, but its fail- 
ure to fully comply with the law 
was brought into glaring notice by 
the lack of any means of escape 
from the Columbia school. That the fire 
would have been marked by fatalities had 
it occurred while the building was full of 
children is the opinion of firemen and spec- 
tutors of the blaze of last week at St. 
Louis and Elliot avenues. 

The state law calls for exterior fire ¢s- 
capes on every schoolhouse more than two 
stories in height. A stair fire escape must 
be on the outside of Wwvery building for 
each fifty pupils unless pérmission for a 
leas number is given by the building com- 
missioner. 

The Coélumbia schoo! 
stairways leading to the main floor on each 
side, while in the rear, on the inside, is 
an iron stairway leading to the main hall. 
To reach the yard from this stairway it is 
necessary to go half the length of the 
bullding. 

The Columbia school plan is followed in 
all but the most recently constructed schoo] 
buildings. 


Smoke Greatest 


Danger to Pupils. 

“It is highly dangerous to have _ so 
many children in the school houses with- 
out exterior fire escapes,” said Fire Chief 
Swingley. “Many of the buildings were 


constructed years ago and would burn 
60 rapidly that egress would be impos- 
sible if the fire once obtained good head- 
way. There is danger not only from fire 
but from smoke. A comparatively small 
fire would make enough smoke to cut 
off the stairways and suffocate those in 
the building. ven fireproof buildings 
should have them. grhere is enough fur- 
niture in any room to cut off the stair- 
ways. The fire escapes should be in dif- 
ferent parts of the building, so that if 
the fire is near a stairway they would 
be available. The law is plain and it 
should be enforced and that at once. 

“The fire drill for the children is un- 
doubtedly an excellent idea, but what 
would they do if there was a tire? The 
children are liable to become panic- 
stricken, even the conepers, are liable to 
lose their presnoe of mind. 

“The’ board of Education tell us 9 
they are taking precautions to provide 
inside iron stairways and to prevent fire, 
but they have made no move to comply 
with t aw, said Deputy Build'n 
Commissioner Smith. “When the boar 
applied for building permits to alter 
five school houges, we refused to grant 
them until the board agreed to put up 
fire escapes.”

When asked whether the board would re- 
fuse to put up the fire escapes called for by 
law, Mr. Ittner said that was ‘a matter 
the board itself would have to decide.
